Claims 1 1-28 are pending. Claims 1 1-28 stand rejected. I 

At this time, the Examiner is encouraged to review the Cross-Reference to Related 
Applications section of the Preliminary Amendment filed on October 14, 2003 at page 2. This 
section describes the priority claims of the present application an<j should be considered in 
determining the patentability of the pending claims. 

Claims 1 1-28 stand rejected vnder 35 U.S,C, § 103(a) as beingiobvious over United States 
Patent No. 6,928,302 Bl Cthe Kinney patent") in view of United Statts Patent No. 6,717,801 Bl 
C^the Castell patent"). Applicant tespectfiilly traverses the rejection as s^t forth below. 

35 U.S,C. § 103(c)(1) states that **[s]ubject matter developed by another person, which 
qualifies a prior art only under one or mors of subsections (e), (f) and (g) of section 102 of this tiUe, 
shall not preclude patenliibility under this section where the subject matter and the claimed 
invention were, at the time the claimed invention was made, oAvned by the same pci^on or subject to 
an obligation of assignment to the same person". See 35 US.C. § 103(cXl). 

M.P£.P. § 2146 states that "subject matter which was prior ait under fomier 35 U.S.C, 103 
via 35 U,S.C. 102(e) was disqualified as prior art against the claimed ui\iention if that subject matter 
and the claimed invention 'were^ at the time the invention was madC:, o^yned by the same person or 
subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person***, \ 

Applicant respectfully draws die attention of the Examiner lo ihjs face of the Kinney patent 
which identifies Broadcom Corporation of Irvine, California as the ass^nee of the Kinney patent. 
Applicant also respectfully draws the attention of the Examiner to the flact that the assignee of the 
present application is also Broadcom Corporation of Irvine, Claiifomia. I 

Accordingly, the Kinney patent is disqualified as prior art uider at least 35 U.S.C. § 
1 03(c)(1 ). Other reasons for excluding the Kinney patent as prior art maj ^ also be applicable. 

For at least the above reasons, it is respectfully submitted thai the obviousness rejection 
based on the Kinney patent cannot be maintained.

The 
Castell patent has a filing date of September 29, 2000 and issued on April 6, 2004. The present 
application is at least a continuation of United States Application No. 08/973,195, filed March 6, 
2000, now issued United States Patent No. 6,697,415 Bl. Thus, the pr^ent application can claim 
priority to at least March 6, 2000, thereby antedating the Castell patent. Accordingly, the Castell 
patent is not prior art with respect to the present application. 

For at least the above reasons, it is respectfiilly submitted that the obviousness rejection 
based on the Castell patent cannot be maintained. 

It is therefore respecOully requested that the obviousness rejection be withdrawn with 
respect to claims 1 1 -28,
